PRESIDENT’ S MESSAGE. 


The President in a Mpssftge to Co ngress Urges 
i’ro mpt Actio n in the Matter o f the Pa­ 
cific Railro ads 


In Buenos Ayres is a bank with a 
paid up capital of $57 ,000,000 and 
deposits oi 3 5,000,000, and a dis­ 
count line of 6 0,000,000. The Ar­ 
gentine Republic imports $50,000,- 
000 a year, of which one tenth comes 
from the United States. 


The Charleston News and Courier, 
the principal newspaper of South Car­ 
olina, asserts that the agricultural, 
manufacturing, and mineral products 
of the State last year were over $101,- 
000,000, 
against 
$54 ,000,000 
in 
18 6 0, the last year of peace with slave 
labor. 


The pig-iron product of the country 
in 18 S0, according to the figures of 
the Director of the Geological Survey, 
just made public, had a greater total 
value than that of all the gold and 
silver combined produced in the year. 
Seven times as much pig-iion was 
turned out in 18 8 6 as in I8 6 0. 


Texas and Missouri papers are furi­ 
ous over the reports that people froze 
to death in those states during the 
recent cold wave. The fact, if it be a 
lact, that some deaths occurred by 
freezing, during 
exceptionally cold 
weather in those states, is not likely to 
result in vheir depopulation, or prevent 
ing people from going there hereafter.

Evictions in New York. 


H ow ard in B o sto n Globe. 
The fact that the evictions in New 
York each year are nearly eleven 
times as many as in Ireland shows 
that 
there is something decidedly 
wrong in the condition of things in 
that 
great metropolis. 
In 
twelve 
months there were turned out of their 
homes in Ireland 2,08 8 families, ag­ 
gregating 8 ,8 17 persons. 
In a similar 
period in this city there were evicted 
22,8 04 families or 124,020 persons, 
estimating five to a family. The evic­ 
tions in Ireland are for a year’s rent­ 
al, while here they are for a week, or 
month at the most. 
Perhaps more misery is caused in 
individual cases in Ireland, but there 
is no question that the condition of 
ttie evicted in New York fails to at­ 
tract the pity which it deserves. 
It is 
often the result of drink and shiftless- 
n^ss, but this is by no m^ans always 
the case. Men out of work are evict­ 
ed in New York by the hundred. They 
drift about, and if they fail to get 
work generally drift into the alms­ 
house or work house, while their chil­ 
dren are sent to a charitable institu­ 
tion. This accounts in part for the 
enormous yearly increase in the de­ 
mands on the tax payers tor the main­ 
tenance of pauper children. 
In ten years there has been an in­ 
crease from $500,000 to nearly $2,- 
000,000 in the appropriation for this 
purpose. Tho people of New York 
fail to comprehend the significance of 
these figures. Home life is giving place 
to that of institutions, where children 
are brought up by rote, as it were. 
The result of this on the future ot tb*» 
State remains to be seen, but it looks 
as though the communistic theory 
that children should be brought up by 
the State was rapidly being put m 
practice here.

The electric light matter came up and 
the opinion of City Attorney Fern aid 
was asked in regard to ibe city ’s right to 
issue ex clusive franchisee. He gave tbe 
opiuion that it lujd the right and to his 
opinion the « ictualrt franchise granted 
to the electric light company waa per­ 
fectly legal. 
W. A. Fleming stated to the council 
that tbe Brainerd Electric Light aad 
Power Company bad na legal franchiao 
owing U irregularity in paasmg tha 
ordinance, aad tha matter waa referred 
to tbe city altoraey . 
Immediately after 
this Aid. Bptncer moved that tha May or 
and City Clerk spake a contract with the 
Electric Light Co. to furnish lights for 
the city width was earned, tbe only Al­ 
dermen voting in the negative being 
Doran and Graham. 
Tu eaday evening the co u ncil met and 
ratified the co ntract which had been 
signed, the vo te standing the same, six 
to two . 
The contract calls for fifty lights at 
$125 per light par y ear, thirty lights be­ 
ing already up sod eight menths time is 
granted for completing the sy stem. Tbe 
contract runs for twenty y ears, tbe coun­ 
cil having the right to add additional 
tights m lota of iwenty -fiva at any time 
at $120 per light-per y dar.

A NEW JUDICIAL DISTRICT. 
More than a year ago the ques­ 
tion ot dividing the state of Minne­ 
sota into two judicial districts was 
agitated in the judiciary depart­ 
ment at Washington, and nresent 
advices to the Pioneer Press from 
that city are to the effect that a 
representative of that department 
is already en route to investigate 
the business and fees of the present 
officers of the United States dis­ 
trict court in St. Paul, and consider 
the advisability of creating a second 
district, 
and 
appointment 
of 
another judge, a second district a t­ 
torney and numerous United States 
commissioners. 
This is not a new issue. 
The 
government, as well 
as certain 
politicians, has long since had an 
eye on the fees of the United States 
marshal 
and 
district 
attorney. 
Both offices are paid only moninal 
salaries—about $250 per annum— 
receiving handsome mileage fees 
and deriving comfortable incomes 
| therefrom. 
In Minnesota, where 
! (lie territory to be c&vered is so 
great, and the number of minor 
cases—principally 
complaints of 
whisky selling to Indians—are so 
numerous, entailing great cost on 
the government with but few cases 
of punishment compared with tlTe 
numla r of crimes alleged, the ex- 
pen.se of maintaining the district 
has been so great that the establish­ 
ment of tlie second district seems a 
foregoing conclusion. 
The new 
judge will be appointed by the 
president subject to dismissal at 
any time. 
The new district at­ 
torney will be likewise appointed. 
It 
the 
administration 
really 
makes the 
move a 
matter of 
economy, 
Congressman 
Collins’ 
suggestion making every United 
States 
commissioner 
a 
police 
magistrate will also be acted upon. 
Under such a law any criminal 
brought before a commissioner can 
be fined for an offense without first 
having preliminary hearing and 
held for trial, and then being con­ 
veyed at great expense to the scene 
of trial, not to mention other 
incidental expenses in Minnesota a 
burden to the national judiciary 
department.

The f$ver was pro­ 
duced in a cat, with more complete 
ness and success than has ever be­ 
fore attended such endeavors, and 
those of Dr. Vaughan’s friends 
who have witnessed the experi­ 
ments and their results declare 
that the germ theory in typboid 
fever is now a settled fact.

cat inoculated 
showed 
all the 
symptoms ot the disease, especially 
that of 
a 
greatly 
heightened 
temperature, a symptom heretofore 
lucking in all other cases of inocu­ 
lation. 
Dr. Vaughan, in reference 
to ins discovery, said: 
“ Last August 
there 
was an 
epidemic of typhoid feyer in the 
village of iron Motfntaip, a place 
in Northern Miohigan of about 
000 inhabitants. 
Part of the town 
was supplied with water from a 
mountain spring and part from 
private wells from six to twenty 
feet deep. 
It was noticed that all 
those who used gpring water e> 
caped the disease, while those who 
depended upon the shallow wells 
were generally stricken down. In 
all, there were many hundred cases 
and forty deaths. 
I secured some 
of the water from these shallow 
wells, and with it experimented 
upon a number of cats, finally ob­ 
taining, aftet* labors protracted 
over a period of six months, the 
results which I announce to the 
state board of health to-day.”

getting through the worst of the 
drifts.—Pioneer Press.

A NEW JUDICIAL DISTRICT. 
More than a year ago the ques­ 
tion of dividing the state of Minne­ 
sota into two judicial districts was 
agitated in the judiciary depart­ 
ment at Washington, and nresent 
advices to the Pioneer Press from 
that city are to the effect that a 
representative of that department 
is already en route to investigate 
the business and fees of the present 
officers of the United States dis­ 
trict court in St. Paul, and consider 
the advisability of creating a second 
district, 
aud 
appointment 
of 
another judge, a second district a t­ 
torney and numerous United States 
commissioners. 
This is not a new issue. 
The 
government, as well 
as certain 
politicians, has long since had an 
eye on the fees of the United States 
marshal 
and 
district 
attorney. 
Both offices are paid only moninal 
salaries—about $250 per annum— 
receiving handsome mileage fees 
and deriving comfortable incomes 
, therefrom. 
In Minnesota, where 
I the territory to be c&vered is so 
great, and the number of minor 
cases—principally 
complaints of 
whisky selling to Indians—are so 
numerous, entailing great cost on 
the government with but few cases 
of punishment compared with tile 
number of crimes alleged, the ex­ 
pense of maintaining the district 
has been so great that theeslahlish- 
nient of tlie second district seems a 
foregoing conclusion.

A special from Ann Arbor say*; 
Dr. Victor 0 . Vaughan, profes­ 
sor of physiological 
and^ path­ 
ological chemistry in the Univeis- 
ity at Michigan, has announced 
to the state board of health the re­ 
sult of experiments, which have 
ended, he claims, in the confirma­ 
tion of the germ theory in cases of 
typhoid fever. 
The fever was pro­ 
duced in a cat, with m o r e complete 
ness aud success than has ever be­ 
fore attended such endeavors, and 
those of Dr. Vaughan’s friends 
who have witnessed the experi­ 
ments aud their results declare 
that the germ theory in ty p h ia 
fever is now a settled fact.

cat inoculated 
showed 
all the 
symptoms ot the disease, especially 
that of 
a 
greatly 
heightened 
temperature, a symptom heretofore 
lacking in a ll other cases of inocu­ 
lation. 
Dr. Vaughan, in reference 
to his discovery, said: 
“ Last August 
there 
was an 
epidemic of typhoid feyer in the 
village of Iron Mountain, a place 
in Northern Michigan of about 4,- 
000 inhabitants. 
Part of the town 
was supplied with water from a 
mountain spring and part from 
private wells from six to t wen tv 
feet deep. 
It was noticed that all 
those who used gpring water cs 
caped the disease, while those who 
depended upon the shallow wells 
were generally stricken down. In 
all 
t h 
e r e were many hundred cases 
and forty deaths. 
I secured some 
of the water from these shallow 
wells, aud nfith it experimented 
upon a number of cats, finally ob­ 
taining* affeir labors 
protracted 
over a period of six months, the 
results which I announce to the 
state board of health to-day.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


The Prf-sirtent in a Mpssage to Congress Urges 
Prompt Action in the Matter of the Pa­ 
cific Railroads. 


In Buenos Ayres is a bank with a 
paid up capital of $57,000,000 and 
deposits of 35,000,000, and a dis­ 
count line of 00,000,000. 
The Ar­ 
gentine Republic im ports 
$50,000,- 
000 a year, of which one tenth comes 
from the United States. 


The Charleston Ne.vs and Courier, 
the principal newspaper of South Car­ 
olina, asserts that the agricultural, 
manufacturing, and mineral products 
of the State last year were over $101,- 
000,000, 
against 
$54,000,000 
in 
1860, the last year of peace with slave 
labor. 


The pig-iron product of the country 
In 18S0, according to the figures of 
the Director of the Geological Survey, 
just made jiublic, had a greater total 
value than that of all the gold and 
silver combined produced in the year. 
Seven times as much pig-iron was 
turned out in 1886 as in 1860. 


Texas and Missouri papers are furi- 


DU8 over the reports that people froze 
to death in those states during the 
recent cold wave. The fact, if it be a 
lact, that some deaths occurred by 
freezing, during 
exceptionally 
cold 
weather in those states, is not likely to 
result in vheir depopulation, or prevent 
ing people from going there hereafter. 


It is reported from Berlin that Gen- 
von Schellendorff, in his speech on 
the military bill, said 
that the ob­ 
ject of the bill could be perfectly sum­ 
med up in the words of the emperor 
on the opening of parliam ent, that 
the empire by God’s help should be­ 
come so strong that it could meet ev­ 
ery danger with calmness from what­ 
ever quarter it might be attacked.

Memberships in the New York Pro­ 
duce Exchange, which were 
worth

and evidence ot the sam e sort exists 
in plenty elsewhere. 
The Chicago 
Board of Trade is in the same boat 
with the New York Produce Exchange, 
and the decline in the value of Stock

wheat as a basis of speculation. 


German is to be elminated from the 
course of study in the public schools 
of St. Louis as the result of the elec­ 
tions for 
members 
of the School 
B osrd in th at city two m onths ago, 
when the question was made an issue. 
A lar^’b majority of the members then 
elected are opposed to the teaching of 
German or any other language than 
that of America in the public schools, 
ard now the com m ittee of the Board 
of Education 
has been reported in 
favor of its being dropped at the end 
of the present year. 
The report will 
be adopted beyond a doubt. 


A remarkable advance in the price 
of window glass has been going on 
during the past two months, caused 
by an unprecedented demand. At the 
present time there are more orders 
booked in Pittsburg than the entire 
stock in the country, both of home 
make and 
imported, will 
supply. 
Buch a condition of afTairs in the win­ 
dow glass business was never before 
known a t this season of the year. An 
advance in the price of 50 per cent, 
over that asked last year is a natural 
result. 
The advance has been grad­ 
ual. 


The coal dealers of Boston recently 
attem pted to extort high prices horn 
the United S tates government tor the 
coal supply of its public buildings in 
th at city. 
When bids were opened in 
response to an advertisem ent for pro­ 
posals the prices named in the bids 
were the sam e—$7.22 per ton for 
broken coal and $8.25 for egg. 
In­ 
stead of awarding the contract at 
those figures, an agent of the govern­ 
ment was sent to Philadelphia to 
contract for a supply, free on board, 
a t $4 per ton. 
After paying 
for 
freight, insurance, unloading and cart­ 
age, the government saved nearly $2 
per ton. 


On Christmas Eve there arrived at 
?«ew York a steamer called the Cha­ 
teau Leoville, having on board a par­ 
ty of forty-two Arabs, would-be im­ 
migrants to the United States. 
Dis­ 
tinct evidences 
of pauperism were 
furnished in the appearance of these 
people. One report described them as 
very poorly clad and dirty and with­ 
out money. 
Another says: 
“They 
are the dirtiest batch of immigrants 
brought to Castle Garden in years, 
and they have not $25 among them .” 
With such evidence as this before him, 
the collector pronounced against the 
admission ot the Arabs, and decided 
th at the steam ship com pany m ust 
carry them back. 
This the company 
was unwilling to do. and its agents 
laid before the collector affidavits 
from twenty-eight of the Arabs, in 
which each swore that he possesses 
from fifty to a hundred dollars cash, 
and th at he is a skilled artisan, such 
as a black sm ith, carpenter or mason. 
The com pany further bound itself in 
the sum of $15,000 to provide for 
the support of any of the immigrants 
who should become a pubiic charge 
within tw elvem onths. On the strength 
of this the Arabs were permitted t o 
land. One year ago, the same steam ­ 
er brought over another cargo of 
Arabs, which were not permitted to 
land in New York,and were carried to 
bt. John, N. B., and in a few weeks 
made their way through Canada to 
New York. 


W a s h in g t o n ,

following 
message of the president transmitting, the 
Pacific railroad reports to congress, was 
read before that body to-day: 
To the Senate and House of Representa­ 
tives- On the third day of March last, an 
iot was passed authorizing the appointment 
of three commissioners who should investi- 
pruie the affairs of such railroads as have 
received aid from the United states govern­ 
ment. 
The commissioners have prosecuted 
their inquiries with commendable industry, 
intelligence and 
thorougnnes-s. 
A large 
amount of 
testimony 
has 
been taken, 
and a.'I the facts have 
been 
developed 
wnich appear to be necessary for the consid­ 
eration of the que stions arising from the 
condition of these aided railroads and their 
relations to the governm ent 
The commis­ 
sioners have, however, been unable to agree 
upon the manner in which these railroads 
should be treated respecting the'r indebted­ 
ness to the United States or to unite upon 
the plan best calculated to secure tne pay­ 
ment ot such indebtedness. 
This disagree­ 
ment has resulted In the preparatiou of two 
reports, both of which are herewith submit­ 
ted to the congress. 
These reports exhibit 
such transactions and schemes connected 
with the construction of the aided roads 
j and their management and suggest the in- 
i veutiou of such devices on the part of those 
having 
them 
iu 
charge 
for 
the 
apparent 
purpose 
of 
defeating 
any 
chance 
for 
the 
government’s 
reim­ 
bursement that any adjustment or plan of 
settlement should be predicated upon the 
substantial interests of thegovernm nt rath­ 
er than upon any forbearance or generosity 
deserved by the companies. The majority re­ 
port, while condemning the methods adopted 
by those who formerly had charge of the 
Union Pacific railroad, declares that since its 
present m anagement was inaugurated in 
1884 its affairs "aave been fairly and p ru ­ 
dently conducted, and that the present ad- 
m nistration “has devoted itself honestlv and 
intelligently to the herculean task of rescu­ 
ing the Union Pacific railway from the in­ 
solvency which seriously threatened it at 
the inception of its work; that it oas de­ 
vote. i itself by rigid economy, by intelligent 
management and an application of every 
dollar of the earning capacity of the system 
to its improvement and betterment, to place 
that company on a sound ami enduring 
financial foundation." The condition of the 
present management of the Union Pacifie 
company has an important hearing upon its 
ability to comply with the terms of anv 
SETTI.gMENT OF ITS INDEBTEDNESS 
which may be offered by the government. 
The majority of the commission are in favor 
of an extension of the time for the paym ent 
of the governm ent indebtedness of these 
companies, upon certain conditions. 
Rut 
the chairman of the commission, presenting 
the minority report, 
recommends, 
both 
upon principle and policy, the institution of 
proceedings for the forfeiture of the charters 
of the coiporations. and the winding up of 
their affairs. 
I have been furnished with a 
s afement. or argument, in defense of the 
transactions connected with the construc­ 
tion of the Central Pacific road and its 
branch lines, from which it may not be 
amiss to quote, for the purpose of showing 
how some of the onerations of the directors 
of such road, strongly condemned by the 
commissioners,are defended by the directors 
themselves. 
After speaking' of a 
con­ 
tract 
for 
the 
construction 
of 
one 
of these branch lines by a corporation, called 
the Contract and Finance company, owned 
by certain directors of the Central Pacific 
railroad, this language is used: “It m a y b e 
said of this contract, as of many others that 
were iet to the different construction com­ 
panies m which the dir* ctors of the Central 
Pacific have been stockholders, that they 
built, the roads with the money furnished by 
themselves and had tbe road for their out­ 
lay. 
In other words, ihev paid to the con­ 
struction company the bonds and stock of 
the railroad so constructed and waited until 
such time as they could develop sufficient 
business on the road buiit to induce the pub­ 
lic to ouy the bonds or the stock. 
If the 
country through which the road ran de­ 
veloped sufficient business, then the project 
w as a success; if it did not, then the opera­ 
tion 
was 
a 
loss. 
Those 
gentlemen 
look 
ail 
the 
responsibility; 
any 
loss 
acquiring 
was necessarily 
theirs, 
and of right the profit belonged to them. 
Rut it is said that they violated a well known 
ru e of equity in dealing with themselves; 
that they were trustees, and th at they were 
representing both sides of the contract. The 
answer is that they did not find anybody else 
to deal with. They couid not find any one who 
would take the chances of building a road 
through what was then an almost uninhab­ 
ited country, and accept the bouds aud stock, 
of the road in payment 
Ard when it is said 
that they were trustees, if they did occupy 
such re.ation, it w as merely technical, tor 
they represented only the r own interests on 
both sides, there being no one el-*e concerned 
In the transaction. 
They became tbe incor­ 
porators of the company that was to build 
the road, subscribed for the stock and were 
the oaly subscribers. Therefore it isdiltieult 
to see how any one was wronged by their 
action. 
The rule of equity invoked, whieh 
has its origin in the injunction, no man can 
serve two masters, certainly did not apply 
to them, because they were acting in their 
ow n interests, and weie not charged with 
the duty of 
CAKING FOB OTHERS’ EIGHTS, 
there being no other persons interested in 
the subject m atter.” 
In v.ew of this state­ 
ment and the facts developed in the commis­ 
sioners’ reports, it seems proper to recall the 
grants and benefits derived from the general 
government by both the Union and Central 
Pacific company for the purpose of aiding 
the construction of their roads. 
By an act 
passed in 1802 it was provided th at there 
riionid i e advanced to said companies by the 
United States to aid in such construction the 
bonds ot the governm ent amounting to $10,- 
000 for every mile constructed as oft^u as a 
section of forty miles of said roads shall be 
built; that there should also be granted to 
said companies upon the completion of every’ 
said section of forty miles of road five entire 
sections of public land for each mile so built; 
that the entire charges earned by said roads 
on account of transportation and service for 
the government should be anplied to the re­ 
imbursement of tbe bonds advanced by the 
United States and the interest thereon, and 
that to secure the repaym ent of the bonds so 
advanced and interest, the issue and delivery 
to said companies of said bonds should con­ 
stitute a first mortgage on tne whole line of 
their roaus ami on their rolling stock, fix­ 
tures and property of every kind and de­ 
scription. 
The liberal donations, advances 
and privileges provided for in this law were 
granted by the general governm ent for the 
purpose of securing the construction of 
these roads, which would complete the con­ 
nection between our Eastern and Western 
coasts; and they were based upon a consid­ 
eration of the public benefits w’hich would 
accrue to the entire country from such con­ 
structions. Rut tbe projectors of these roads 
were not content, and >he sentiment which 
then seemed to pervade the congress bad not 
reached the limit of its generosity. 
Two 
years after the passage of this law it was 
eupp emented and amended in various im ­ 
portant particulars in favor of these com­ 
panies bv an act. which provided, among 
othei things, that the bonds at the rate al­ 
ready specified should be delivered upon the 
completion of sections of twenty miles in 
length instead of forty, that the lands to be 
conveyed to said roads should be ten sec­ 
tions per mile instead of five, that only half 
of the charges for transportation and service 
due from time to tune from the United 
States should be retained and applied to the 
advances made to said companies by tbe 
government, thus obliging immediate pay­ 
ment to its debtor of tbe other half of said 
charges, and that the lien of tho United 
States to secure the reimbursement of the 
amount advanced to said companies in 
bonds, which lien was declared by the law 
of 1802 to 
CONSTITUTE A I IB ST MORTGAGE 
upon all the property of said companies, 
should become a junior lien and be subordi­ 
nated to a mortgage which the companies 
wexo by the amendatory act authorized to 
execute io secure bouds. which they might 
from time to time issue in sums not exceed­ 
ing the amount of the United Btates bonds 
which were advanced to them The immense 
advantages to the companies ol tb.s am en­ 
datory act are apparent; and in these days 
we mav well wonder that even the antici­ 
pated public importance of the construction 
of these roads induced what must now ap- 
pear to be a rather reckless and unguarded 
appropriation of tbe public funds and the 
pub ic domain. 
Under the operation of 
these laws the principal of the bonds which 
have been advanced i> $64,023,512 as given 
in the reports of the commissioners; the m- 
t rest Nov. 
1, 1887, is calculated to be 
$70,024,200 58, making an aggregate at the 
date named of $140,047,718 58. The inter­ 
est calculated to the maturity of the bonds 
added to the principal produces an aggregate 
ot $178,884,795.50. Against these amounts 
there has been repaid by the companies 
$30,955,039,01. 
It is almost needless to 
| state th at the companies have availed them­ 
selves to the utmost extent of the permis­ 
sion given them to issue their bonds and to 
mortgage their property to secure the pay­ 
ment of tbe same bv an encumbrance hav­ 
ing the preference of the government’s lien 
and precisely equal to i r in amount. 
It will 
be seen there was avail&ble for the building 
of each mile of these roads $10,000 oi 
United States bonds due in thirty years with 
0 per cent interest, $10,000 in bonds of the 
C o m panies secured by u hist mortgage on all 
ti.eir property and ten sections ol govern­ 
ment and—to say nothing of the ..tock of 
the companies. 
When the relations created 
between the governm ent and these com pa­ 
nies by tha legislation referred to is con­ 
sidered. it is astonsshing th at the claim 
should lie made that the directors of these 
roads owed no duty except to themselves in 
their construction.'chat tnev need regard no 
intere-t cxcep: itieu own. and that th-y 
w ere justified in contracting with themselves 
and making such margins as resulted in 
covevleg to their prockets all tbe assets of 
the companies. 
As a lienor the government 
was vitally interested in the am ount of 
mortgage to which its security had been sub- 
ordinut- d and it had the rigut to insist that 
none of riie nonds secured by tins prior 
mortgage should be issued fraudulently or 
lor ih 
purpose of division among these 
k .ckholders without consideration. 
The 
tloc rine of complete independence on the 
nart • »: the duenters of th* secompanies, and 
t heir freedom fiom any obligation to care 
for o.uer interests than their own in the 


construction of these roads seem to have de- 
veloped 
THE NATURAL CONSEQUENCES 
of its application, portrayed as follow’s in 
the majority report of the commissioners: 
“The result is that those who have contioiled 
and directed the development of these com­ 
panies have become possessed of their sur­ 
plus assets, their issues on bonds, stocks and 
paym ent of dividends voted by themselves, 
while tbe great creditor, the United States, 
itself is substantially without adequate se­ 
curity for the repayment of its lo an s” The 
laws enacted in aid of these roads, while 
they illustrated a profuse liberality and a 
generous surrender of tbe government’s ad­ 
vantages, which it is hoped experience bus 
corrected, were nevertheless passed, upon 
tbe theory that the roads should be con­ 
structed according to the cqmmon rules of 
business, fairness and duty, and that their 
value and their ability to pay their debts 
should not be impaired by unfair manipula­ 
tions; and when tbe government subordi­ 
nated Itself to another, it was in the ex­ 
pectation that the prior lien w ould represent 
in its amount only such bonds as should be 
necessarily issued by the companies for the 
construction of their roads at fair prices, 
agreed upon io an honest way, between real 
and substantial parties. 
For the purpose of 
saving or improving the security afforded 
by its junior lien, the government should 
have the right now to purge this paramount 
lien of all that is fraudulent, fictitious or u n ­ 
conscionable. 
If 
tbe 
transfer 
to inno­ 
cent 
hands 
of bonds 
of 
this 
char­ 
acter, secured 
by 
such 
first 
mort­ 
gage, 
prevents 
their 
cancellation, 
it 
might be well to seek a remedy against those 
who issued and transferred them. 
If legis­ 
lation is needy to secure such a result, con­ 
gress can readily supply it. 
I desire to call 
attention also to tbe fact that if all that was 
to be done on the part of the government to 
fully vest in these companies tbe grants and 
advantages contemplated by tbe acts passed 
in iheir interests has not yet been perfected 
and if the failure of such companies to per­ 
form, in good faith, their part of the con­ 
tract, justifies such a course, tbe power rests 
with the congress to withhold further per­ 
formance on the part of the governm ent If 
lands are not granted to these companies, 
and if their violation of contract or duty are 
such as, in justice and morals, forfeit their 
rights to such lands, congressional action 
shofild intervene to prevent further consum­ 
mation. Executive power must be exercised 
according to ex sung law's, and executive 
discretion is probably not broad enough to 
reach such difficulties. 
The California A 
Oregon railroad is now a part of the Central 
I’acific system and is a !and-grant road 
Its 
construction has been carried on with the 
same features and incidents which have 
characterized the other constiuctions of this 
system. 
I have in my hands tor approval 
tne report of commissioners appointed to 
examine two completed sections of this road. 
Upon such approval tho company or the 
Central Pacific company will be entitled 
to patents for a large quantity 
of pub­ 
lic lands. 1 especially commend to the at­ 
tention of congress tnis condition of affairs 
in order that it may determine whether or 
not it should intervene to save these lands 
for settlers, if such a course is justifiable. It 
is quite clear to me that the troublesome 
complications surrounding this eutiie sub­ 
ject which has been transm it’ed to us as a 
legacy from former days should be adjusted 
and settled. 
No one. I think, expects that 
ihese railroad companies will be able to pay 
their immense indebtedness to the govern­ 
ment at its maturity. 
Any proceeding or 
arrangem ent that would result now or at 
anv other time in putting these roads or any 
portion of them m Die possession and con­ 
trol of the government is, in my opinion, to 
be rejected—certainly as long as there is the 
least chance for indemnification through any 
other means. 
I suppose we are hardly justi- 
lied in indulging the irritation and indigna­ 
tion naturally arising from a contemplation 
of malfeasance, to such an extent as to lead 
to the useless destruction of these roads 
or 
the 
loss 
of 
the 
advances 
made by the 
govern ment. 
I 
believe 
that our efforts should be in a more practi­ 
cal u.rectum, and should tend, with no con­ 
donation of w rongdoing, to the collection 
bv the government on benaif of tho people 
of the public money now in jeopardy. 
Wnile 
the plan present* d Ly a majority of the 
commission appears to bo well devised, and 
gives at least partial promise of tbe results 
sought, the fact will not escape attention 
that its success dej ends upon its acceptance 
by the companies and thrir ability to per­ 
form its condition after acceptance. 
I t i i 
exceedingly important that any adjustment 
now made should be final aud effective 
These considerations suggest the possibility 
that the remedy proposed in tire majority re­ 
port might well be applied to a part only of 
these aided railroad companies. 
Tbe settle­ 
ment and determination of the questions in­ 
volved are peculiarly within the province of 
the congress. 
The subject has been made 
quite a tamiliar one by congressional discus­ 
sion. 
This is now supplemented in a valua­ 
ble manner by tbe facts presented in the re­ 
ports herewith submitted. 
The public inter­ 
est urges prompt and efficient action.

Tbe development of cannon <3 iring 
tlie last 30 years has been truly wonder­ 
ful. 
Improvement has followed im­ 
provement in such rapid succession that 
few- minds have been able to keep pace 
with the advance, and none bavo had 
time to properly examine the collateral 
questions connected with the subject. 
The object in view in all these improve­ 
ments lias been to increase the effective 
work resident in the projectile at the 
moment of impact; the resident effectd 
ive work assumed being the energy of 
motion, or kinetic energy of the projec­ 
tile. 
As this is half the product of the 
mass into the square of the volocity, the 
task of inventors has been to increase the 
value of the factors which enter into it. 
Consequently the mass has been in­ 
creased from the old 42-pound shot, 
which 
was 
considered 
a 
heavy 
projectile 
30 
years 
ago, to the monster weighing a ton, 
which may well be considered the max­ 
imum possible. 
The other factor, th e 
velocity, has also been increased, an 
although the increase has been relative­ 
ly less, it lias nevertheless been consid­ 
erable; and the product of the two is 
enormous. 
The result is undoubtedly 
satisfactory, 
so far as power is con­ 
cerned, but it has l>een attained at a 
very great cost. 
Modern cannon of tho 
first class are very expensive machines. 
They might very properly, like some 
of their ancestors, be labeled “ Ultima 
ratio regum,” for none but kings can af­ 
ford to own them. 
And not only are 
they expensive to buy, but costly to 
keep, and perfectly ruinous to use. 
If 
cannon be essential to a military outfit, 
then war can be waged only by the 
wealthy, and poverty and oppression 
are the surest foundations for a throne.

very faint star, and the more conspic­ 
uous by the contrast. Thirty degrees 
further northwest is Regulus, chief of 
the Lion Constellation, and thirty 
degrees still further on in a nearly 
straight line is 
Saturn.—Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette.

A W ind Blowing With Great Velocity 
M ade W orse By a Low T e m ­ 
perature.

Henry Schmidt, convicted of the m ur­ 
der of Mrs. Lucretia Peek, was executed 
a t West Union, Iowa. 
Since the arrival of 
the prisoner from the penitentiary he passed 
m ost of his time chatting with acq uain tan­ 
ces. 
He exhibited cool courage in the face 
of his impeding doom. 
Ho 
declared he 
would n o t die as Chester Bellows died, 
cravenly begging for 
pitv, 
but th a t he 
would walk to his death like a m an who 
feared it not. 
Schmidt is a B avarian and 
is ab o u t twenty year old. 
As the hour 
of execution drew near 
Company G of 
the state militia 
was 
called o u t to guard the jail yard and 
none b u t those holding tickets were a d ­ 
mitted. 
A bout forty persons witnessed 
the execution. 
Schmidt ate his last meal 
o n earth with a keen relish. He was escort­ 
ed to the scaffold by Sheriff O’Neil precisely 
a t 10:32, the sheriff 
announcing th a t 
Schmidt 
had 
a 
few words 
to 
say. 
The 
doomed 
boy 
stood 
upon 
the 
tr a p 
enveloped 
in 
his 
white shroud. His face betrayed no emo- 
i tion. Only once did he shiver from the in- 
[ tense cold. • Tn a clear voice he recited his 
, story which was substantially th a t below. 
I At 10:36 the drop was sprung, and a t pre- 
| cisely 10:45 pulsation ceased. 
His neck 
was broken by the fall and death was pain- 
I less. Three sons of Mrs. Peek were present 
j a t the execution, two of them coming from 
Albert Lea, Minn..and one of them coming 
from the southern p a rt of Iowa for the 
purpose. 
The crime for which Schmidt was hanged 
was the m urder of Lucretia Peek on the 
j night of the 4 th of Septemlier, 1886. The 
; Peeks lived ab o u t six miles west of West 
I Union, and on the night of the tragedy

Chief Justice Tripp Says Th at the 
Power to Remove Territorial O f­ 
ficers Is Entirely Executive and not 
Judicial.

12.—Chief Justice Tripp to-day rendored 
his decision in the celebrated and long- 
fought asylum case. 
I t was a very lengthy 
and elaborate document, and carefully re­ 
viewed

dispute. 
He 
held 
t h a t 
the 
power 
to 
remove ter­ 
ritorial officers is entirly executive and 
n o t judicial, and th a t the governor had 
also au th o rity to fill the vacancies caused 
by removal. He decided adversely to the 
plaintiffs on all of the three counts taken 
and overruled their demurrer. Ths open­ 
ing heavy gun of the fight was fired June 
80, 
1887, 
when 
Gov. 
Church 
and 
Exam iner 
H arris 
reported 
up­ 
on 
the 
Y ankton 
asylum 
investiga­ 
tion, 
finding 
t h a t 
ths then trustees 
had unlawfully delegated their powers and 
duties to Secretary Caldwell. 
Ex-Auditor 
Caldwell was severely criticised, and the 
shortage of over $5,000 accounted for. 
Ths governor then intim ated th a t he knew 
th e law, and said th a t the entire hoard 
consisting of Messrs. 
Powers, Williams, 
Van Tassell, Brown,and Lewis would have 
to go.

Tim . Barrett Sentenced to Hang at 
M inneapolis. 
Judge Lochren of the District C ourt nt 
Minneapolis, 
has sentenced Tim B arrett 
who killed Tollefson a car driver, to be 
hanged. 
Before sentence was paRsed, B ar­ 
rett stepped up to the clerk's desk. 
‘•Have you anything to say why sentence 
should uot be pronounced?” asked Clerk 
D avenport in a solemn voice. 
B arrett, looking up to the judge, and, 
after a m om ent’s hesitation, spoke: 
“ Yes. sir I have. 
I w ant to say I am 
n o t guilty a t all. 
I know nothing ab o u t 
it a t all. 
The words which my brother 
spoke are lies.” 
The prisoner trembled as he spoke these 
words. 
His emotion was not a p p a re n t in 
his speech, although they were no t uttered 
in a m anner a t all emphatic. 
The judge then addressed B arrett. 
His 
final words were these: 
“ I t is considered and adjudged th a t you, 
Tim othy Barrett, as a punishment for the 
crime of murder in the first degree of which 
you have been couvicfed, be taken hence 
to the common county jail of this county 
of Hennepin and there confined; and th a t 
thereafter, and alter the lapse of four cal­ 
endar m onths from 
this day, and a t a 
time to he fixed by the governor of the 
state of Minnesota and designated by his 
w arrant, you l*e taken to the place of 
execution and there hanged by the neck 
until you are dead, 
and may God in his 
infinite goodness have mercy on your soul.” 
B a rre tt’s remarkable 
performance in 
court stam ped him as a m an of phenome­ 
nal nerve, but the deputies were hardly 
prepared lor the terrible speech he made 
while en route to the jail, 
after he had 
been sentenced. 
He was in the custody of 
Deputies Luckor, Eaton and Bader. 
As 
they approached the jail from which B ar­ 
re tt may never emerge unless with a hang­ 
man for an escort, the prisoner said: 
“--------, hang and be dam ned. 
I d on ’t 
give a damn. 
Ha, ha. 
‘Hung by the neck 
until 
dead!’ 
Ain’t th a t good? 
I came 
near telling the Judge th a t I would rather 
hang than be sentenced to Stillwater for 
life.”

There was displays from nearly 
every sta te west of the Mississippi.

value of the exhibit is estim ated a t over 
$50,000. 
All the poultry and pigeon

were consumed. 
The famous Gordon set­ 
ter Royal Duke, owned by W alter H a m ­ 
m ett of Philadelphia, valued a t $10,000, 
broke hia chain and got badly signed.

Punishm ent of Trespassers 
on 
Reservations. 
Following is the full tex t of the bill sub ­ 
mitted by the Indian Bureau regarding 
trespassers upon Indian reservations: 
T h a t section 2,148, Revised 
Statutes, 
be amended to read as follows: 
Every 
person who without 
au th o rity of law 
enters and shall be found upon any Indian 
reservation or lands so c ia lly set aside 
for Indian purposes, with intent to occupy 
any such lands or reservation or any p a rt 
thereof, shall for the first offense,

conviction thereof, pay a fine of not more

$500

imprisoned 
at 
hard 
labor 
for

th an one year, or both, in the discretion 
of the court; and for every subsequent 
offense shall upon conviction thereof pay a 
fine of n ot more than $ 1,000 and less th an

one year; and in all cases arising under 
this act Indians shall be competent wit­

Congressm an Nelson on Pre-Em p­ 
tion and Tim ber Culture Law s. 
Washington Special: Congressman Nel­ 
son ap|>ciired l>efore the hous?e committee 
on public lands a t its first meeting and 
a t his own request was heard touching 
land regulation. 
As the representative of 
a district containing large extents of unoc­ 
cupied public domain, the committee con­ 
siders Mr. Nelson’s views of considerable 
value 
in 
its 
future 
deliberations 
on the land questions likely to come up a t 
this session, and spent over an hour lis­ 
tening to his suggestions and asking his 
advice. 
Briefly stated, he favored divid­ 
ing the public domain into four varities 
of land, viz: Agricultural, timber, desert 
and 
mineral, 
and 
disposing of them 
in 
such 
a 
way 
as 
would 
best 
meet 
the 
wants 
of 
the 
j>e'*ple who m ust eventually get them or 
their products. 
Concerning mineral lands 
or desert land, he could make but lew sug­ 
gestions, as he was not tamiliar with them, 
hut his views concerning agriculture and 
timber lands were freely given. He favored 
wiping ou t the pre emption and timber 
culture laws in time and allowing all agri­ 
cultural lands to l>e acquired by settlers 
on •,% four years' residence by paying $1 
per acre. 
Timber lands should n o t be 
available under the present land laws, but 
should run up into similar parcels and dis­ 
posed of in a way th a t would allow of the 
greatest available use to l*e made of tim ­ 
ber upon the lands. 
If the timber lands 
are to be taken up as at present, under the 
homestead act, it would not be a great 
while before they would be denuded of tim ­ 
ber.

ago, to the monster weighing a ton, 
which may well be considered the max­ 
imum jKtssible. 
The other factor, the 
velocity, has also been increased, an 
although the increase has been relative­ 
ly less, it has nevertheless been consid­ 
erable; and the product of the two is 
enormous. 
The result is undoubtedly 
satisfactory, 
so far as power is con­ 
cerned, but it has lieen attained at a 
very great cost. 
Modern cannon of tho 
first class are very expensive machines. 
They might very properly, like some 
of their ancestors, lie lalieled “ Ultima 
ratio regum,” for none but kings can af­ 
ford to own them. 
And not only are 
they expensive to buy, but costly to 
keep, and perfectly ruinous to use. 
If 
cannon be essential to a military outfit, 
then war can lie waged only by the 
wealthy, and poverty and oppression 
are the surest foundations for a th ro n e.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


Abstract of the Proceedings o tth e 
Senate and House. 


SENATE. 
Mr. H ale m ade a long speech charging the 
P resident with disregard of civil service 
pledges. Mr. B utler sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read a circular sent o u t in 1878 
by a u th o rity of the Republican congres­ 
sional com m ittee, of which Mr. H ale was 
a member, calling on governm entem ployes 
for 
political 
contributions. 
Mr. 
H ale 
justified the circular and said th a t it di­ 
rectly and < xplicitly excluded the idea of 
extorting contributions. 
S enator Babin presented a petition from 
voters in the F irst and Fifth congressional 
d istricts of M innesota, praying for the sup­ 
pression of the alcoholic liq u o rtrafiicin th e 
D istrict of Colum bia. 
He also presented a 
petition from the 8t. P aul cham ber of com ­ 
merce relative to the establishm ent of a new 
custom s collection d istrict in M innesota. 
Mr. H o a r’s resolution passed calling up­ 
on the president to send to the senate the 
report of the Pacific railroad com m ission. 
T his resolution was presented because of 
th e great delay in tran sm ittin g the report 
to congress. 
It i« understood th a t the de­ 
lay is due to the fact th a t the president is 
engaged in the p reparation of a message on 
th e subject. 
S enator M anderson introduced a bill to 
increase all invalid pensions to $8 per 
m onth. 
A statem en t accom panying the 
bill save th a t it will increase the pensions 
of 146,383 persons now carried on the 
rolls, ami will increase the annual pension 
p aym ents by $0,753,358. 
noi'SE. 
The bill to repeal the ta x of m anufac­ 
tured tobacco was introduced by McMil­ 
lan of Tennessee. 
The following item was panned by the 
com m ittee on the whole w ithout com m ent: 
“T o enable the secretary of sta te to pay 
to M ary S. Logan, widow of Jo h n A. Lo­ 
gan, late sen a to r from Illinois, deceased, 
the am o u n t of com pensation as a sena­ 
to r from Dec. -'7, 1886, to Dec. 27, 1887. 
$5,000. 
Mr. Nelson introduced a bill authorizing 
the secretary of the treasury to settle the 
accounts of Charles 
A. 
Ituffee, 
Indian 
agent, from M arch 15, 1878, to Sept. 30, 
1881,.bis accounts 
rem aining unsettled 
for th a t period by reason of certain sus- 
l>eTisions and disallow ances by accounting 
officers of the treasure'. 
SENATE. 
C handler’s resolution concerning the a l­ 
leged suppression of the colored vote a t 
Jackson, Miss., was adopted by the sen­ 
ate. 
M r.Riddleberger rem arked th a t there was 
no concealm ent of 1 lie fact th a t the resolu­ 
tio n was intended to affect m atters th a t 
o u g h t to tie considered only in executive 
session; and he gave notice th a t as to him­ 
self he wnuld vote for the confirm ation of 
Mr. l.am ar. 
The resolution was adopted 
—ye«H 21*, nays 24—a p arty vote, except 
th a t Mr. Kiddleberger voted with 
the 
D em ocrats, while the tw o Mississippi sen­ 
a to rs were excused from voting, 


a bill allowing officers of the regular arm y 
who have been placed on the retired list by 
reason of wounds received, disease con­ 
tracted or disability incurred in the ser­ 
vice to receive in addition to their retired 
pay the usual pensions in such cases. 


Congressman Rice introduced a bill for a 
graduated income tax . 
The house adopted a resolution assign­ 
ing clerks to all com m ittees of the house.

Mr. O uthw aite introduced a Pacific rail­ 
road funding bill in the house. It provides 
for the ascertainm ent of the debt of the 
com panies, both principal and interest. 
Mr. A nderson of K ansas offered to the 
house a resolution directing the com m ittee 
on commerce to investigate the extent, 
causes and effect upon interstatecom m erce 
of the continued failure by the Reading 
R ailroad com pany to tra n sp o rt such in­ 
te rsta te traffic, and rep o rt to the hous3 by 
bill, or otherwise, for consideration, a t 
any time, such legislation as is necessary 
to secure to the public the regular and 
com plete execution by a railro ad of its 
obligations and services as a com m on car­ 
rier of in terstate commerce. 
Among the other bills introduced in the 
house were the following:

tu te treasury notes therefor. 
Mr. Dock­ 
ery of M issouri, placing all kinds of lum ­ 
ber on the free list. 
Mr. Hovey of Indiana 
to pay to soldiers of the late w ar a sum 
equal to 40 per cent of the .am ount of their 
original pay, to m akegood thedifference be- 
tween the value of the greenbacks in which 
they were paid and the gold coin in which 
the greenbacks were eventually redeemed.

Evictions in New York. 
H ow ard in B oston Globe. 
The fact th a t the evictions in New 
York each year are nearly eleven 
times as many as in Ireland shows 
th a t 
there is something decidedly 
wrong in the condition of things in 
th a t 
great metropolis. 
In 
twelve j 
months there were turned out of their 
homes in Ireland 2,088 families, ag­ 
gregating 8,817 persons. 
In a similar 
period in this city there were evicted 
22,804 families or 124,020 persons, 
estimating five to a family. The evic­ 
tions in Ireland are for a year’s rent­ 
al, while here they are for a week, or 
month a t the most. 
Perhaps more misery is caused in 
individual cases in Ireland, but there 
is no question th a t the condition of 
the evicted in New York fails to a t­ 
tract the pity which it deserves. 
It is 
often the result of drink and shiftless- 
ncss, but this is by no means always 
the case. Men out of work are evict­ 
ed in New York by the hundred. They 
drift about, and if they fail to get 
work generally drift into the alms­ 
house or work house, while their chil­ 
dren are sent to a charitable institu­ 
tion. This accounts in part for the 
enormous yearly increase in the de­ 
mands on the taxpayers tor the main­ 
tenance of pauper children. 
In ten years there has been an in­ 
crease from $500,000 to nearly $2,- 
000,000 in the appropriation for this 
purpose. The people of New York 
fail to comprehend the significance of 
these figures. Home life is giving place 
to th a t of institutions, where children 
are brought up by rote, as it were. 
The result of this on the future of tbn 
State remains to be seen, but it looks 
as though the communistic theory 
th at children should be brought up by 
the State was rapidly being put io 
practice here.

Evictions in New York. 


H ow ard in B oston Globe. 
The fact th at the evictions in New 
York each year are nearly eleven 
times as many as in Ireland shows 
th a t 
there is something decidedly 
wrong in the condition of things in 
th a t 
great metropolis. 
In 
twelve 
months there were turned out of their 
homes in Ireland 2,088 families, ag­ 
gregating 8,817 persons. In a similar 
period in this city there were evicted 
22,804 families or 124,020 persons, 
estimating five to a family. The evic­ 
tions in Ireland are for a year's rent­ 
al, while here they are for a week, or 
m onth a t the most. 
Perhaps more misery is caused in 
individual cases in Ireland, but there 
is no question th a t the condition of 
Hie evicted in New York fails to a t­ 
tract the pity which it deserves. It is 
often the result of drink and shiftless­ 
ness, but this is by no means always 
the case. Men out of work are evict­ 
ed in New York by the hundred. They 
drift about, and if they fail to get 
work generally drift into the alms­ 
house or work house, while their chil­ 
dren are sent to a charitable institu­ 
tion. This accounts in part for the 
enormous yearly increase in the de­ 
mands on the taxpayers lorthe m ain­ 
tenance of pauper children. 
In ten years there has been an in­ 
crease from $500,000 to nearly $2,* 
000,000 in the appropriation for this 
purpose. The people of New York 
fail to comprehend the significance of 
these figures. Home life is giving place 
to th a t of institutions, where children 
are brought up by rote, as it were. 
The result of this on the future of tho 
State remains to be seen, but it looks 
as though the communistic theory 
th a t children should be brought up by 
the State was rapidly being put in 
practice here.

The City F athers Contract W ith C. F. 
K indred tor Electric Lights for 
Twenty Years. 
The city council 
met on Monday 
evening in regular session,.a full board 
being present. The city clerk’s report 
showed that the flues 
of December 
amounted to $418. The board of educa­ 
tion represented by John Willis, presi­ 
dent, asked for a loan of $5,000 for school 
purposes which was ’grafted them from 
the sewer fuftds; the phut'being to the 
first of July. ’The beard made a loan 
some months ago and as was stated at 
the meeting they expected to refund the 
amount from tax revenue but they were 
disappointed and consequently a further 
loan wa* needed. 
Chas. Kinkih’t liefase was transferred 
to Nick Sc breeder. 
Aid. Gardner’s motion to appropriate 
$200 to pay the expenses ef the Brainerd 
delegation to the State Firemen’s Associa­ 
tion at Albert Lea was carried, and the 
clerk was instructed to issue the order. 
The electric light matter came up and 
the opinion of City Attorney Fsroald 
was asked m regard to the city’s right to 
issue exclusive franchises. He gave the 
optuion that it h^d the right and tn hi* 
opinion the excfuslyt franchise granted 
to the electric light company was per­ 
fectly legal. 
W. A. Fleming stated to the council 
that the Bramsrd fiectria Light aid 
Power Company had no legal franchise 
owing to irregularity in passing the 
ordinance, sad the a a tttr waa referred 
to the city altoraey. 
Immediately after 
this Aid. Spencer moved that the Mayor 
and City Clerk umke a contract with the 
Electric Light Co. u> furnish lights for 
the city whith was carried, the only Al­ 
dermen voting in the negative being 
Doran and Graham. 
Tuesday evening the council met and 
ratified the contract which bad been 
signed, the vote standing the same, six 
to two. 
The contract call* for fifty lights at 
$125 per light per year, thirty lights be­ 
ing already up ami eight men tbs time is 
granted for completing the yystem. The 
contract runs for tweoty years, the coun­ 
cil having the right to add additional 
Lghis in lots of 'twenty-live at any time 
at $120 per light' per ydar. 


Captured a Diner. 
Col. W. D. Lowry headed a gang that 
captured a dining car on the NT P. main 
line going went Tuesday, after a twelve 
hours’ fast, and forced the white aproned 
attendants to set out a big lunch in three 
minutes by the watch—the first instance 
on record.

COUNCIL CULL1HGS. 


The City F ath ers C ontract W ith C. F. 
K indred to r E lectric L ights for 
T w enty Y ears. 
The city council- met on Monday 
evening in regular aeaaton.a fall board 
being present. The- city clerk’* report 
showed that the fine* 
of December 
amounted to $419. This board of educa­ 
tion represented by John Willis, presi­ 
dent, asked for a Idan of |5,OOO for school 
purposes which wa* grafted them from 
the sewer fufids*, the' 
being to the 
Aret of July.' The'hoard made a loan 
some months ago. and as waa alated at 
the meeting they ex pee tad to refund the 
amount from tax revenue but they were 
disappointed end qonaeqneatly a farther 
loan was needed. 
, 
Chai. Kinkih’a lief*** was transferred 
to Nick Bchreeder. 
Ald. Gardner’s motion Ie appropriate 
$200 to pay the expenaea af the Brainerd 
delegation to the Blat e Firemen’a Associa­ 
tion at Albert Lea waa carried, and the 
clerk waa instructed to iaaue the order. 
The electric light matter came up and 
the opinion of City Attorney Fem ald 
was asked in regard to the city’s right to 
issue exclusive frhachtses. He gave the 
opiuion that It lupt the right and in his 
opinion the exclusive franchise granted 
to the electric light company was per­ 
fectly legal. 
W. A. Fleming elated ta the council 
that the Brainerd Electric Light sad 
Power Company bad aa legal franchise 
owing lo irregularity rn passing the 
ordinance, and the matter was referred 
to the city attorney. 
Immediately after 
this Ald. Bpencer moved that th* Mayor 
and City Clerk auric* a contract with the 
Electric Light Co. to furnish lights for 
the city width was carried, the only Al­ 
dermen voting in the negative being 
Doran and Graham. 
Tuesday evening th* council met sad 
ratified the contract which had been 
signed, the vote standing the same, six 
to two. 
The contract calls for fifty lights at 
$125 per light per year, thirty lights be­ 
ing already up sod eight months time is 
granted for completing the system. The 
co a tract runt for twenty years, the coun­ 
cil having the right to add additional 
lights in Iota cf ’twenty-ftvs at any time 
at $120 par light* par yJar.

Edrrobs Dispatch:—It is all aver, and 
the city is salted, it is settled that we 
must pay $125 for lights when a better 
light was offered ta the city for $80 on 
the same terms, and when as good a light 
as the Tomson-Houston can be furnished, 
as we have efface learned, for $60 per light 
per year. Thus LO the-city bean fleeced, 
when, if we had been given the hearing 
we were promised by the council com­ 
mittee, it might have been saved. We 
made our preposition in good faith, and 
we were denounced ais humbugs, and the 
proposition was received with contempt, 
We were in no hurry and only wanted 
th* council to 'investigate the matter. 
Instead, Mr. Kindred’s 
contract was 
rushed through (he council and no power 
on earth could prevent it. It there are 
those who doubt that we can furnish 
lights (dr whaFwe offered to furnish 
them for, and w(R call at our office, we 
will convince them of its truth, and pre­ 
sent them with a good cigar for their 
trouble. 
We did what we oouid to save 
the city from this burden. 
We did it 
honorably sad fairly, sad for it we were 
slandered in the.moat villainous manner.
